water into town. Our present pipeline in use, is heavily corroded 
and tuberculated and its size is not adequate for future use. An­ 
other pipeline will have to be built if we continue to use our 
present water supply.

W liat would all this cost? 
A 
The City has raised this question to engineers. Roughly, 
$70.000 plus for a pipeline, $150.000 plus for an enlarged filter 
plant, and none of this includes the cost of a new lake which 
will have to be built, sooner or later, if we don’t enter this con­ 
tract. If we were to choose this method, the only way to pay 
for it would be in tax or revenue bonds or both, which will in­ 
volve heavier tax or water costs to citizens, certamly much high­ 
er than the rate we would have to pay for Proctor 
Proctor water involves neither bonds nor taxes. We have al­ 
ready published the amount of raise involved for our water users. 
Bear in mind that our mntonum users and the next Irtgher wate 
use bracket (tip to 5,000 gallons per month) are the ^ e » t^ p e r- 
cent of our water users.
